The Examiner has rejected claims 1-22 and 25-32 under either 35 U.S.C. 102 or 35 
U.S.C. 103 or both in view of Lu et al 6,554,898. 

These rejections should be withdrawn and all claims, as amended, should be allowed. 

All claims require inductive heating of an electrically conductive tube containing both the 
crucible and crystal in both the claimed process and device. This not only permits close 
temperature control but also overcomes problems associated with direct connection electrical 
heaters used in the prior art. Lu et al. discloses or suggests nothing related to such an inductive 
device or process. 

Claim 23 has been rewritten in independent form and is thus also allowable.
